the beach at; their feet. They ran and . 
pulled do wn a v ine fro m a tree, fo rm­ 
ed in line with the o uter man up to 
his waist in the bo iling fo am, and

stranger wan caught by the co llar o f 
his jacket and drawn o ut o f the grip

“ Take me to headquarters,” a nswer-! 
ed the man. And he shut bis ja w s and 
wo uld talk no mo re. 
A man was detailed to co nduct him 
to insurgent headquarters. 
What the 
stranger said to the general nev er 
w ill be kno wn. 
Perhaps he to ld a ll; 
perhaps he sim ply said that like many 
ano ther American free lance he had 
co me to help Cuba win her indepen­ 
d e n t. Go o d men were to o sca rce fo r 
any cav iling. In two days the stra n­ 
ger. w*ho had 
simply been dubbed 
“ Yankee,” wa s sco uting. 
He w a s si­ 
lent and taciturn and made uo friends, 
but when It w a s fo und that be had 
plenty o f co ura ge the men rallied to 
him and wo re led by him witho ut 
heartburnings o r jea lo usies They said 
o f him to each o ther when o ut o f ear- 
I sho t:

“ He is educated. 
He is a gentlem a n. 
He has go ne wro ng so meho w. 
Let It 
be his secret, ho wev er." 
Three mo uths a fter the landing, Gen- 
I eral W eyler had o ffered a reward fo r 
I Yankee, dead o r aliv e. 
lie detailed 
fifty sco uts fo r no o ther purpo se but to 
lo o k fo r him. 
Day by day he railed at them fo r 
their w a nt o f success. One by o ne their 


number dwindled away under the bul­ 
lets o f Yankee’s little baud o f ten. 
The Spanish tried bribery, but the in­ 
surgents turned their backs o n the 
sums named. 
They set traps, but the 
Cuban sco uts scented them and refused 
to walk in. 
In six mo nths a hundred Spanish so l­ 
diers o wed their death to the little 
hand, and a hundred night alarms co uld 
be laid to the same cause. 
Then there 
came a day when Spanish cunning pre­ 
v ailed. 
Men were sent o ut to be de­ 
feated and fa ll beneath Cuban bullets, 
while tho se who liv ed fell back in seem­ 
ing panic. The ruse succeeded, and the 
ten, led by Yankee, suddenly fo und 
themselv es surro unded. 
It w a s o n the edge o f an o ld sugar 
plantatio n.

Tt did no t take the slo west 
wltted man amo ng them mo re than a 
quarter o f an ho ur to realize tha t the 
engine ho use wa s a death trap. 
All In­ 
stinctiv ely gathered abo ut the leader. 
No o ne asked a questlo u. 
The po sture 
o f each man spo ke fo r him. 
“ They are 400 to 10," said Yankee as 
he lo o ked aro und him. 
“ W e ha v e sev ­ 
enty bullets, and we must kill sev enty 
o f the enemy. 
After that” — 
••What? ” 
“ We must die fighting with o ur ma­ 
chetes. 
We will make a rush fo r it 
and die fighting.” 
“ But if w e co uld scud wo rd to Go ­ 
mez? ” 
“ lie has 200 men with him,” a nswer­ 
ed the leader, with a laugh. 
“ If he 
had a tho usand, who o f us is to pene­ 
trate the Spanish lines and no tify him? 
A bird co uld fly o v er them, but a fo x 
co uld no t make his way thro ugh them. 
No , my co mrades, it is the end. 
We 
hav e fo ught lo ng and well. 
It o nly re­ 
mains to die witho ut shame. 
When­ 
ev er yo u see a target plant a bullet 
into it. 
We must ha v e sev enty liv es 
fo r o ur teu. It will ta ke them till uo o u 
to mo rro w to get a canno n here. 
No w 
to wo rk." 
The Spanish maintained a ho t mus­ 
ketry fire all the afterno o n, but their 
bullets were thro wn a w a y, 
it was 
mo re fo r mo ral effect thau any ho pe 
that the lead might reach any o f tho 
defenders. 
On the co ntrary, the trap­ 
ped men fired o nly when they hud a 
human target within range, aud no t a 
bullet wa s wasted. 
The night passed quietly. There wa s 
no earthly sho w fo r the Cubans to es- 
cape thro ugh that co rdo n, and men 


were under arms all night to repulse a 
sudden rush. 
When mo rning came the 
fusilla de 
reco mmenced, 
aud 
at 
11 
o ’clo ck the fieidpiece arriv ed. 
There 
had been no firing fro m the Cubans 
fo r the la st half ho ur. 
Their la st car­ 
tridge had been expended. 
“ This will be the w a y o f it,” said 
Yankee as the men gathered aro und: 
“ We shall first be summo ned to sur­ 
render. 
If any o ne o r a ll o f yo u want 
to ta ke adv antage o f that, well aud 
go o d. 
Yo u will pro bably be sho t with­ 
in ha lf an ho ur, but there is a bare po s­ 
sibility that the Spanish may keep faith 
with yo u. 
Any o ne w a nt to try it? ” 
There wa s a murmur o f dissent fro m 
ev ery man. 
“ Very well. 
We w ill reject surreu-! 
der. They will then o pen fire.

er they use so lid sho t o r shell, they will 
batter do wn these w a lls like paper. 
Get the barricade a t the do o r ready to 
thro w do wn when I giv e the wo rd, and 
then w e will giv e o ur o ld battle cry fo r 
the la st time and ha v e a t them. 
Yo ur 
firing w a s so go o d tha t I hav e sco red 
o ff sev en fo r each man, but we can get 
o ne mo re apiece in the rush. 
We shall 
go under, but we ha v e co mrades who 
will kno w ho w we died." 
Under a flag o f truce they were sum­ 
mo ned to surrender, but the teu an­ 
sw ered with cheers o f defiance. 
Then 
the canno n o pened fire, aud at the 
third 
discharge 
the 
barricade 
was 
thro wn do wn, aud there w a s a cheer 
aud a rush. 
The useless guns were 
left behind. 
It wa s a rush, a melee, a 
mad whirl o f fighters, and then all wa s 
o v er. 
The ten had go t ano ther man 
a piece and mo re. Their co mrades back 
in the thickets heard the ta le days a ft­ 
er; w e read o f it In the papers after 
weeks had go ne by. 
All o f us said 
the same. 
It was the w a y to die fo r 
Cuba. 
W here the weeds gro w rank and the 
hideo us land crabs sca mper abo ut un­ 
checked and unafraid there is a grav e 
fo r nine. So me stra nge fragment o f 
sentim ent caused the Spanish co m­ 
mander to giv e the tenth man a grav e 
by himself. Had he finished his wo rk 
by erecting a headbo ard he might hav e 
written thereo n, “ Here lieth a man 
who went wro ng, but in death he 
ato ned fo r it.” 
But a week later no 
w o lf co uld hav e fo und the spo t.

Chica go, a nd the Nschusa house, a n 
slightly differently a rra nged, I vil 
describe it. a s Torn Young ma y ge 
a few pointers i« a t will be to hi 
a dva nta ge, a nd a dd to the comfor 
of his guests 
The hotel ground: 
comprised a bout two blocks, a nd en 
.closed by a yellow a dobe wa ll, a bou 
four feet high.
